Checkered. Career of Frank Brady, 
Who Committed Suicide. 


HE KILLED JACK M'CARTHY. 


In His Delirium He Fancied He Saw 
the Ghost of His Victim and 
Finally Killed Himself. 


An interesting story developed Thursday 
during the inquest on the body of Frank 
Brady, a steamboat mate who was found 
dead in a room at the New Orleans House, 
811 South Levee, Tuesday night. N 
Brady ended a checkered career with a 
large dose of laudanum, a quantity of which 
drug was found in his room, 

About fifteen years ago Brady was a 
prominent ward politician in St. Louis, his 
inclination being toward Republicanism. 
He had a large following and many friends 
among the larger fish in the political pond, 
He was known from the Lower Mississippi 
to St. Louis by all river men, and he was 
well liked even though he was a mate on a 
steamboat. 

One of his companions in those days was 
Jack McCarthy, also a river mate. Mc- 
Carthy and Brady worked on the same 
boat. In 1882 McCarthy, through drink and 
laziness, got out of employment, and he 
made a practice of hanging around Seff’s 
saloon, at Second and Valentine streets, 
where all the river men frequented. Mc-

The 
jury in the case fixed Brady’s punishment 
at fifty years in the penitentiary.

His attomey, 14 N. Lodge, since de- 
ceased, ap ed to the Supreme Court and 
the judgment of the lower court was set 
aside and a new trial ordered.

The South Broadway Merchants’ Associa- 
tion Relief Bureau, at 2013 South Broadway, 
was as crowded as ever Thursday. The 
ladies and gentlemen in charge, while as 
eager as ever to give aid, are becoming tired 


of giving food and assistance that only 


carries the applicants along from day to 
day. While much permanent help is being 
given the workers are anxious to have their 
hands strengthened so that they can dis- 
pense with the endless task of day to day 
Assistance. 

At the headquarters of the Second Relief 
District provisions are being, distributed as 
heretofore, but clothes are given at 1803 
Lafayette avenue, and permanent relief, 
such as furniture and money at the main 
office of the Provident Association, 1117 Lo- 
cust street.
